D. Philip Taylor, ’24, 
ientist and director of Northrop 
ireraft Optics Laboratory, Pasa- 
ena, and Dr. Harold James, M.D., 
8, medical superintendent of St. 
elena Sanitarium, St. Helena, 
alifornia, will also participate. 


After an outstanding scholastic 
nd extra-curricular record at 
AC, Dr. Brown went on to Stan- 
ord where he received an AB, 
{A and PhD. He was commission- 
id by the Navy and served in in- 
elligence in San Francisco, then 

combat intelligence under Ad- 
iral Nimitz in Pearl Harbor. 


Dr. Brown taught in Japan six 
ears and, during the summer of 
948, acted as consultant in high- 
r education for the Supreme 
ommander, Allied Powers. He 
pater returned to Japan to do re- 
earch under a Carnegie Founda- 
ion grant. In 1954 he was the 
irector of the Asia Foundation 
ffice in Tokyo. At present he is 
ssociate professor of history, 
niversity of California. 

Dr. Philip Taylor received his 
PhD at the University of Pennsyl- 


vania; taught science at Univer- 
sity of Rochester, did extensive 
graduate work and research, was 
director of optics for Mitchell 
Comera Corp., and has been in 
charge of Northrop’s optics labor- 
atory the past nine years. 


Dr. Harold James, M.D. was 
chemistry laboratory assistant 
while at SAC. The year following 
his graduation from Loma Linda 
Medical in 1932, Dr. Brown went 
to Northwestern China as a medi- 
eal missionary. : 

He became medical superin- 
tendent of a hospital at Tatsienlu 
on the border of Tibet, but after 
seven years he was forced to 
leave because-of the-war: On his 
return to California he was ap- 
pointed medical superintendent of 
St. Helena Sanitarium where he is 
also head surgeon of a staff of 30 
doctors at the 200-bed hospital.

Larsen was chairman of an in- 
dustrial education committee ex- 
hibitine school techniques at the 
Orange County Fair last summer 
and has had extensive machine 
shop experience with United 
States Steel, U. S. Motors, air- 
craft plants, the Coast Guard and 
foreign automotive cars. He assist- 
ed in revising the California test 
for prospective machine shop 
teachers and is recognized as a 
leading machinist instructor in 
college ranks.
